House yesterday, 
"I see nothing to encourage the be- 


lief that Congress will pa.se legisla- 
tion which will fix the price of wheat 
or in any statutory way do anything 
to put the government In the wheat 
business,'" said Silver today. Ho add- 
ed that if Congress should decide to 
pasn some such bill it would not do 
so before February or Harch 
and 


by that time "unless the farmers con- 
tinue to own their wheat by ware- 
housing on their farms awaiting a 
consumptive demand and price which 
is at least equal to the cost of pro-

the grain dealer has always been abl« 
to take caro of himself. Our Um«
